*'6. WE CONTINUE TO SEE A LESS TENSE OFFICIAL APPROACH TO 
THE "ANNIVERSARY SEASON" THAN IN 1994 VIS-A-VIS 
DISSIDENTS AND INTELLECTUALS. THIS PROBABLY REFLECTS 
LESSENED REGIME CONCERN OVER ORGANIZED DISSIDENT 
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ACTIVITY. MORE TROUBLING IS THE FOCUS ON AMERICAN 
SUPPORT FOR ANTI-REGIME EFFORTS. USG FINANCIAL SUPPORT 
FOR ANTI-REGIME DISSIDENTS IN THE UNITED STATES ALMOST 
CERTAINLY SERVES AS THE BASIS OF THIS PROPAGANDA LINE. 
THIS LINE ALSO TRACKS WITH BOTH PUBLIC AND CLASSIFIED
